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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed in the after-final amendment dated 09-1 1-2006 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. The applicant argues the pinholes of the present invention serve a purpose entirely 
different that that of McLaurin. However, the applicant is reminded M As long as some 
motivation or suggestion to combine the references is provided by the prior art taken as a whole, 
the law does not require that the references be combined for the reasons contemplated by the 
inventor." In re Beattie . 974 F.2d 1009, 1312, 24 USPQ2d 1040, 1042 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In any 
event, the pinholes of McLaurin and the applicant serve the same purpose, namely to facilitate 
bonding the veneer to the core layer (composite panel). The existing difference of the pinholes 
allowing glue to penetrate (McLaurin) versus the pinholes allowing steam to penetrate to activate 
glue (applicant) is irrelevant as claims 15-22 are silent with respect to a specific means of 
bonding the veneer to the core layer (composite panel) via the pinholes. 

3. In response to applicant's argument that Klasell is nonanalogous art, it has been held that 
a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order 
to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 

F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Klasell is reasonably pertinent to the 
particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, namely applying a finish coat to 
veneer.
